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AN  ARCHBISHOP.  THE  LORD  CHAN CELL OR. 


The  ARCHBISHOP  OF  CANTERBURY is 


the  first  peer  of  Great  Britain,  nest  the  Royal  Fam¬ 
ily  He  is  Primate  and  Metropolitan  of  all  EngLaxtcl, 
has  the  tide  of  Grace  given,  ltim,  and  is  styled  “  Most 
Reverend  Fcctlzei'  in  God!'  Bis  robes  are  of  Mack: satin, 
with  full  lawn  sleeves.  His  mitre  is  a  rotmd  cap, pointed 
and  cleft  at  the  top,  rising  out  of  a  Ducal  coronet.  At 
a  coronation,  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  crowns 
the  King,  and  the  Archbishop  of  “York  the  Qiibem 
The  LORD  CHANCELLOR  OF  ENGLAND 
is  the  first  Layperson  of  the  realm,  in  all  Civil  affairs, 
after  the  King  and  Princes  of  the  Blood.  He  pre¬ 
sides  over  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and  is  Speaker 
of  doe  House  of  Lords.  He  takes  precedency  of 
evry  temporal  peer.— hi  witing,  the  style  of  address 
to  him  is,  ‘  To  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Chancellor;’ 
and  in  conversation  he  is  called,  *  Mi)  Lord.' 
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A  DUKE  is  the  highest  degree  of  the  Bri  tish  Peerage. 
His  coronet  is  a  circle  of  gold, Border ed  with  ermine, 
and  set  round  with  eight  gold  strawberry- leaves 
ah qve  the  rim.  He  is  addressed  4  To  his  Grace  the 
Duke  of — and  when  spoken  to/  Your  Grace/  1  My 
Lord,  ’  or  ‘My  Lord  Duke/ 

A  MARQUESS  is  the  next  in  dignity  to  a  Dnke. 
His  coronet  is  a  circle  of  gold,  border  eel  with  ermine, 
and  set  round  with  four  gold  strawberry- leaves,  and 
as  many  silver  halls  on  points,  of  ecjual  height,  altern¬ 
ately.  In  writing,  a  letter  is  usually  directed,  ‘  To  the 
Most  Noble  the  Marc/ ness  of  — ; ’  and  he  is  aclclres s- 
ed  in  conversation,  4  Mg  Lord/ 


ABISHOP. 


A  BARON. 


A  BISHOP  ranks  next,  as  a  Spiritual  Baron. 
Those  of  London,  Durham,  and  Winchester,  have  the  * 
precedency; the  other  Bishop,  according'  to  the  date  of 
their  consecration  IBs  robes  are  similar  to  an  Arch¬ 
bishop’s.  The  mitre  the  same,  except  that  it  rises 
ant  of  a  circle  of  gold.

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A  JUDGE. 


The  habit  of  a  KNIGHT  OF  THE  GARTER 

consists  of  a  stir  coat  of  crimson  velvet,  lined  with 
wXnte  taffata;  a  mantle  of  dark  Line  velvet ;  a  cap  of 
Llack  velvet,  adorned  with  a  diamond  Land  and  plume  of 
white  feathers.  The  G  eorge  is  a  jewel,  containing  the 
figure  of  St.  George  on  borsch  act,  and  worn  across 
the  right  shoulder,  pendent  to  a  garter  Line  rihLancl. 
The  collar  of  the  order  is  of  gold,  and  on  the  garter 
(wLichis  of  Line  velvet,  bordered  with  golcl)and  star,is 
the  motto,  4  Honi  soit  c/ui  mat  y  pence! 

A  JUD  GE  is  a  chief  magistrate  of  the  Law,  ap¬ 
pointed  to  ire  ar  causes,  explain  the  laws,  and  pass 
sentence.-Thejr are  chosen  from  the  Serjeants  at  Law, 
and  in  "their  official  capacity  are  addressed  '  My 
Lord!—  Them  robes  are  of  scarlet  cloth,  with  white 
fur  cuffs  and  tippet.

DOCTOR  W  DIVINITY.  SERJEANT  AT  LAW. 


A  DOCTOR,  nsr  DIVINITY  is  a  clergyman  who 
lias  taken  certain  degrees  at  one  oT  the  Univers- 
ities.  His  dress -gown  is  of  scarlet  ciotlx, witlx  wide 
sleeves,  wliicli  at  Oxford  are  of  Black  velvet,  and 
a  Boo  cl  of  scarlet  cloth  lined  with  silk  His  ordinary 
gown  is  Black,  either  of  silk  or  Prince’s  stuff ,  with 
a  scarlet  Bood  as  Before. 


A  SERJEANT  AT  LAVkis  the  highest  degree 
taken  in  the  common  law.  The  coif,xdiich  is  tire  Ser¬ 
jeant’s  Badge,  is  of  lawn,  and  worn  nncler  tBe  cap. 
TBe  Judge  in  addressing  them  call  them  ‘  Brothers] 
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AN  ADMIRAL.. 


A  FIELD  MARSHAL.. 


An  ADMIRAL  is  the  commander  of  a  single  Fleet 
or  Squadron.  His  dress  is  ahhie  coat, faced  with  white 
kerseymere, with  f o nr  hars  of  gold  lace  on  the  sleeves, 
and  button  holes  regxflarly  embroidered.  White  kersey¬ 
mere  waistcoat  and  breeches,  and  two  epaulets. 


A  FIELD  MARSHAL  is  the  highest  rank,  in  the 
Army.  His  full  dress  coat  is  of  scarlet  doth  with  hlne 
facings,  turned  np  on  the  skirts  with  whit  e  kerseymere, 
richly  embroidered  round  the  collar,  cuffs,  and  front.  In¬ 
stead  of  epaulets  he  wears  what  are  termed,  cdgmllettes, 
which  are  made  of  silk  cord  with  gold  tags.  The  trunch¬ 
eon  or  baton  in  his  hand  is  the  insignia  of  his  rank. 


A  GENERAL. 


A  NAVAL  CAPTAIN. 


A  GENERAL  is  Hie  chief  commanding  officer  of  an 
Army.  His  dress  is  similar  to  the  Field  Marshal’s,  only’  not 
so  much  embroidered.  IBs  duly  is  to  regulate  the  mar  cfi 
and  encampment  of  the  Army;  on  the  clay  of  hattle  to 
choose  the  most  advantageous  ground  .and  where  he 
sees  oceasion,to  send  his  orders  hyhis  aids-de-camp.

A  NAVAL  CAP  TAIN  is  the  commander  of  a  ship.  His 
rank  is  equal  to  that  of  a  Colouelin  the  army.  He  is  ac¬ 
countable  for  his  slip  if  lost  or  taken  through  his  mis 
conduct.  His  province  extends  to  the  military  government, 
navigation,  and  equipment  of  the  vessel  which  he  commands. 
His  dress  is  nearly  like  the  Admirals, hut  he  has  only  twist 
ed  button  holes, will)  slashed  sleeves  laced  round.

THE  NEW  IMPERIAL  CROWN. 


The  NEW  IMPERIAL  CROWN  is  about  fifteen  infix¬ 
es  in  elevation;  tlie  arches,  which  rise  almost  to  a  point, 
are  surmounted  with  an  orb  of  brilliants,  seven  inches 


in  circumference;  upon  this  is  placed  a  Maltese  cross 
of  brilliants  set  transparently,  with  three  pearls  at  its 
extremities;  and  the  arches  are  wreathed  and  fringed 
with  diamonds.  Four  Maltese  croses  formed  of  brilliants 
surround  the  crown,  with  four  large  diamond  flowers 
in  the  intervening  spaces  On  the  centre  of  the  bach  cross 
is  the  ancient  Ruby ,  which  was  worn  at  Cressy  and  Agin- 
cottrt  by  Edward  the  BlacL  Prince  and  Henry  V. ;  ancl 
tlaat  of  the  front  is  adorned  with  an  unicpie  sapphire  of 
the  clepest  asur  e,  more  than  two  inches  long  and  one 
broad.  The  ermine  is  stmmoxmted  by  a  band  of  large 
diamonds,  emeralds,  sapphires,  and  rubies  and  under, 
these  a  fillet  of  beatitifnLpearls.
